Metallurgical examinations were conducted on the 
Ql tray and debris, and on the Q2 screwdriver shaft. 


The Ql tray consists of stainless steel. 
Such trays are widely used in the food service/processing 
industry. 


Examinations of the debris revealed that various 
metals had been subjected to extensive heating and melting. 
an extensive amount of melted lead was located in the 
debris.

I still feel that 
an adult person has the right 
to read or look at any damn 
thing thal he damn weil 
pleases, provided it is not 
pushed on him or offered to 
minors. I don’t think that we 
should have the right to put a 
photograph of a nude woman 
on a billboard so that every- 
one would have to see it, but I 
don’t see why we shouldn’t be 
allowed fo go inte a store that 
is marked very widely as 
adult material if we want to. 

To me the adult book indus- 
try today is about where the 
liquor industry was maybe 20 
years ago — where everybody 
involved in it today is no good 
and dirty and so forth -- and 
now, of course, liquor is taker! 
for granted. I mean almost ev- 
etybody likes to booze it up 
every once in a while. 

Q@: Do you fhink that 20 
years from now, people will 
visi} theix corner adult book 
stores and bny an adult book 
or ragazine, like boozing if up 
evely once ina while? 

A: I think this, I think that 
if will be far sooner than 20 
years from now. I may be in 
prison, but I think that it 
won’t take an awful lot more 
time before the people in this 
country wake up to the fact 
that the government, at least 
the federal government, 
should not be involved in legis- 
Jating moralily or ideas. I 
think that it will be as ac- 
cepted as the liquor business 
is, that’s all. I mean, today 
the liquor business is not al- 


Hot going through a moral 
decay, I don’t know that we 
are or that we aren't. As a 
layman, J figure that we proba- 
bly are, but I don’t think that 
the way {to handle moral 
decay is to sweep everylhing 
underneath the mat, so to 
speak, and hope it goes away. 
You know there are kids 
today who are 15 or 16’years 
old and don’t even know how 
birth comes about and yet 
thelr parents, their irate par- 
ents, run around and say they 
shouldn't talk about sex in 
schools, they shduldn’t teach 
it, Well, I don’t know how they 
expect these kids to learn. 
They want to put it all undor 
the table and wash if ail out. 


Many local district attor- 
neys and U.S. prosecutors and 
everyone would have you be- 
lieve that all of the adult ma- 
terial today is made strictly 
for the use of children and mi- 
nors and so forth. Well, that is 
stupid, that is just absolutely 
stupid when our government 
report, which cost $2 million, 
says otherwise. 


The kids today have no need 
for buying adult material, the 
people who buy adult nraterial 
are my age and older, 40 and 
over, and the reason is quite 
obvious. They were born and 
taught differently than what 
the kids today are. The kids 
are very lax about sex books. 
They take it or leave it. They 
could care less. Their attitude 
is that you must be out of your 
mind to pay $3 or $4 or maybe 
$7? for a magazine depicting 
the human body, showing acts 
of intercourse or fellatio or 
anything, because their atti- 
tude is that if they want fo see 
a naked girl, they toll thelr 
girlfriend to take her clothes 
off, 

Q: Are these the people you 
count on fo support the adult 
book industry of the future? 

A: Of course not, they will 
never buy adult books and this 
is one reason that the adult 
book indusiry is fading and 
will fade. And if it were legal- 
jzed today, it would fade out 
10 times faster. 

There are people today that

those people that have feelings

- other manner and they have 


guilt complexes about it and £ 
think that these things should 
be dispelled. 

Almost everyone who pro- 
fesses to be against dirty 
books and dirty magazines 
and so forth, all of us at some 
time or another, has been in- 
volved in some sort of — for 
the lack of a better word — il- 
Heit sex play. And while Iam 
not professing that it should 
be done openly on the street or 
in public, I see no reason why 
people who are trying to bet- 
ter themselves and educate 
themselves should not be af- 
forded the opportunity to see 
and to understand all sorts of 
adult material and new ideas 
about sex. 

Q: If you don’t think people 
should be allowed to “do itiin 
public,” as you put it, how can 
you argue that the geveiin- 
ment should allow you to Yo 
what you want to do — sell 
adult books? Are you for con- 
trol aver behavior so long as it 
does not control yours? 


A: Personally, I couldn't 
care less because I have over 
the last three or four years 
been further and further re- 


- moving myself from that end 


of my business. But as a lay 
person, I would like to be af 
forded the same rights that 
any other person is afforded 
when he seeks his religion or 
anything else and, of course, 
that is the First Amendment. 

All T am saying is that, 
fine, there can be control: — 
such as it should not be ‘of- 
fered fo consumers that dé’t 
care to see it. it should not be 
offered to children and it 
should not be pandered in any 
way. 

I would even go further and 
if I were interested in expand- 
ing in this business, I would 
hope the government would 
put certain controls on what 
people could see and what 
people could not see. And
